week’s issue of La Foliette’s W eek­ 
ly Magazine. 
Last week's chapter 
only laid the foundation. 
Accord­ 
ing to Senator La Follette, Roose­ 
velt urged him to lead the progres­ 
sive cause, and then when he saw 
La Follette’s candidacy was succeed­ 
ing, he undermined it in order 
to 
grab the nomination for himself. 
After the colonel’s tour of 
the 
west, early In 1911, writes La Fol­ 
lette’s, Roosevelt decided that the 
progressives should put forth a can­ 
didate against Taft. 
Gilson Gard­ 
ner, the newspaper 
correspondent, 
came to La Follette, bearing 
this 
message from Roosevelt: 
“That I (La Follette) should be 
that candidate, and that I should get 
into the fight at once.” 
Hob Natural Leader 
La Follette, said the colonel, was 
the natural leader of the progres­ 
sives. for he had done the pioneer 
work. 
Roosevelt could not— so the 
message ran— openly 
advocate La 
Follette’s candidacy 
against Taft, 
but he would commend La Follette’s 
work iii the Outlook and help as he 
could, from time to time. 
On April 30 a conference of pro­ 
gressives was held in Washington. I 
All agreed that they should unite 
on a candidate, to concentrate

movement. 
“There is but one man who should 
be considered,” said Senator Cum­ 
mins. “and that is Senator La Fol-1 
lette.” 
Cummins, the senator adds, j 
pledged him his own support.

worst, are the blackleg 
or 
prom s, and the black rot. These are 
j tw*o entirely distinct diseases as th% , 
form er is caused by a fungus growth 
and the latter is a bacterial trouble. 
La Crosse county is the only lo­ 
cality in the state w here there hap 
been a serious outbreak of the black­ 
leg and some very effective method!*’ 
are in progress for the control of not 
only th is disease but all other* af­ 
fecting this im portant crop. 
The blackleg is a growth on the 
root of the plant causing the root to 
die and therefore interfere with the 
developm ent of a head. 
The infec­ 
tion by the black 
rot 
is 
usually 
through the leaves and following the 
veins finally reaches the head and 
causes a blackening of the heart ant 
later the leaves of the head. 
Professor L. R. Jones, plant path* 
ologist of the University of Wiscon* 
sin. and his assistants have mad€| 
three trips to La Crosse county thik 
sum m er to study these diseases and^ 
inaugurate m ethods for their com*? 
plete control. 
Two im m ediate methods may ba . 
applied by the farm ers: Rotate crops 
so th a t cabbage will not be put on 
land wfhich has for the years* just 
previous grown 
the 
crop. and by 
treating cabbage seed by dipping it 
for twenty m inutes in a solution of 
form aldehyde, using one part of the 
chemical to 32A parts of water, and 
also disinfecting all machinery used 
in planting the crop. 
The university authorities are also 
working on the problem of develop­ 
ing plants which will resist the dis­ 
ease by taking plants which have 
continued 
healthy 
growing among 
diseased ones. 
The outlook is th at the cabbage 
troube has laught a valuable lesson 
: and th at the control of these disease* 
; will m ake the growing of cabbage a 
I far more profitable investment than 
it has ever been previously in the 
I county.
